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SPA TREATMENT FOR INSURED PERSONS. 


CoNnFERENCE SUMMONED BY THE British MEDICAL 
ASSOCIATION. : 


A CONFERENCE on spa treatment for insured persons, sum- 
moned by the British Medical Association, was held in the 
Council Chamber of the Association’s House in Tavistock 
Square on March 4th. Dr. H. Guy Darn (Chairman of the 
Insurance Acts Committee) presided, and representatives 
attended from the British Spa Federation, the British 
Committee on Rheumatism (which is a committee of the 
International Society of Medical Hydrology), the Spa 
Practitioners’ Association, the Mineral Water Hospitals, 
the Federation of Medical and Allied Services, and the 
British Medical Association. The representatives of the 
last named, in addition to Dr. Dain, were Dr. E. R. 
Fothergill, Dr. C. O. Hawthorne, Mr. E, Lewis Lilley, and 
Dr. F. G. Thomson (Past-President). There were also 
present five representatives of approved societies—namely, 
ir. W. A. Appleton (General Federation of Trade Unions), 
Mr. C. G, Izard (Prudential Approved Societies), Mr. G. L. 
Lingstrom (National Conference of Friendly Societies), and 
Mr. J. A. Newrick and Mr, S. Sanderson (National Asso- 
ciation of Trade Union Approved Societies). The point of 
view of each organization or group of organizations was first 
stated in brief speeches. 


Mr. Jonn Harton (British Spa Federation) stated that the 
beginning of any active movement to make spa treatment 
available for insured persons dated from the publication of 
the report of the Ministry of Health in 1924 on ‘* The incidence 
of rheumatic diseases.’’! This report brought to a head a 
feeling of concern among many of the approved societies as to 
the number of their members drawing medical benefit on account 
of rheumatism without, apparently, anything very definite in 
the way of treatment. In July, 1934, a deputation of members 
of the United Patriots Friendly Society was received by the 
then Minister of Health (Mr. Wheatley), who undertook to 
notify the Royal Commission on National Health Insurance that 
tle society desired to be heard on this subject. The society 
thereupon conferred with the British Spa Federation, and a 
scheme was drafted and presented to the Royal Commission, 
whose report, however, was curiously vague on all points of 
this kind, though it did suggest the possibility of including 
physiotherapy as an additional benefit. His federation under- 
stood that what the Ministry of Health would require before 
it could move officially would be a request from the approved 
Societies that spa treatment should be made available as an 
additional benefit, and a general approval had already been 
given by various approved societies and groups. Mr. Hatton 
then gave an outline of the scheme ahve 7 by the British 
Spa Federation. The scheme would be applicable to all insured 
persons suffering from ‘‘ rheumatic diseases,’’ according to 


. the Ministry’s classification of those conditions. A patient 


would be recommended for spa treatment by his insurance 
practitioner, and a report on his case red by the practi- 
tioner would be sent for the consideration of a medical board 
to be set up at the spa, which would decide whether the case 
was suitable. As far as possible patients would be sent to the 
Spa nearest their own homes. To secure the full success of the 
scheme the best medical advice must be available for these 
persons at the spa. The help of the mineral water hospitals 
also was essential to the success of the schene. The facilities 
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they offered for x-ray examination and laboratory service would, 
of course, be paid for on a fair basis, and their physicians might 
form the spa medical board just mentioned, or the nucleus of 
it. These itals, which often had long waiting lists, could 
not deal with great numbers of insured persons as in-patients, 
but the majority of these cases would not require beds. Those 
that did so might be taken in at a certain charge so far as the 
accommodation of the hospital would admit, and if there was 
still room in hospital a certain number of cases which required 
special observation might be taken. Otherwise the patients or 
arrival at the spa would go to a consultation centre, and during 
their stay would attend there as often as required by th 
doctor in charge. They would be assigned for treatment at th: 
bathing establishment. A capitation fee to cover all treatmeni 
and administration costs would be more satisfactory than any 
system of —— for individual treatments. He drew atten 
tion to the possibilities for research offered by this large amount 
of fresh clinical material coming to the spas, and the addition 
to the present spa hospitals of what was practically an elastic 
out-patient department. At each spa there should be set up 
a local committee of control, with representatives of the corpora- 
tion or spa authority, the medical board, the spa hospitals, the 
approved societies, and the local insurance committee. A super- 
visory committee of members appointed by the local approved 
societies would attend to accommodation and impose discipline, 
but all medical matters would be dealt with by the medical 
board. He pointed out the difficulties attending the establish- 
ment of hostels at the spas, chiefly the great capital «xpense 
to the approved societies, and urged that at every spa there were 
cheaper oadinntetine where patients could be lodged and 
dieted under the directions laid down. The estimated cost of 
treatment and administration at the spa was 18s. a week, and 
of board and lodging 35s. 

Mr. W. A. AppteTon (General Federation of Trade Unions, 
said that the discussion from the approved societies’ point o 
view was a little premature. Nothing could be done before 
the next valuation in 1928, and at that valuation it was by 
no means certain that there would be any surplus available. 
But the approved societies were interested, having observed 
that well-to-do people who frequented spas were generally 
benefited. They also desired some more systematic treatment 
of rheumatic aiecdas, not confinetl to ys treatment. They 
were prepared to make this an additional benefit if it could be 
done effectively and economically, but they could not commit 
themselves to larze capital expenditures. 

Sir Tuomas Horper, Bt. (Federation of Medical and Allied 
Services), said that there was a broader of the question 
than spa treatment. Sir George Newman had outlined—not so 
much for the Ministry’s consideration as for the consideration 
of the medical profession, employers of labour, and representa- 
tives of approved societies--a comprehensive scheme, the first 
element in which would be the setting up of a clearing-house 
in large centres, where patients suffering from rheumatism could 
be examined and classified into early cases, able to work while 
under treatment, cases still curable but more tedious, and cases 
only partially curable. Cases belonging to the first of these 
classes would be treated at a clinic attached to the clearing- 
house, and in the main by physical methods; cases belongi 
to the second class would mostly be referred for spa treatmighs 
and those in the third class would, as far as means were 
available, be treated in special hospitals. The second part of 
the scheme related to the establishment of an arthritic unit, 
and the third to an extension of the work at the spas, which 
would be brought into closer touch with the treatment of 
rheumatic persons in general. Sir Thomas Horder thought that 
the first thing to be done was to set up a combination of 
clearing-house and treatment centre in a situation easy of access 
for workers suffering from rheumatism. He was inclined to put 
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the expansion of work at the spas in the second place, rather ‘ the National Conference of Friendly Societies was about to 


than in the third, where Sir George Newman put it, and to 


reserve until last’ the establishment of an arthritic unit, which ° 


would be the most difficult part of the administration, for the 
reason that it could hardly be conceived of without beds, 
whereas the clearing-house and treatment centre, and to a large 
extent the spa work, would be of an out-patient character. 

Dr. Kerr Prinote (Spa Practitioners’ Association) gave a 
definition of spa treatment—‘‘ treatment at a place possessing 
a supply of natural mineral waters of known therapeutic value, 
and facilities for their application.’’ This, he said, implied the 
existence of suitable buildings, apparatus, and trained personnel 
for work in bath-houses and for physiotherapeutic departments. 
The treatment was a régime in which diet and exercise played 
an important part, and, while most forms of physiotherapy were 
employed, water-drinking and bathing were the principal thera- 
peutic agents. The best economic results of spa treatment were 
obtained by the co-ordinated work of several departments in 
medicine. @ was anxious for the reputation of the spas, 
which was not improved by the war, when the wrong persons 
were sent, and no control was exercised over them. The medical 
administration of the scheme should be carried out by the 
provision of out-patient departments at the special hospitals 
already existing in different spas, and the patients should be in 
hostels, because in boarding-houses it was difficult to arrange 
dietaries and to ensure compliance with regulations. The idea 
of his association was that there should be enlarged out-patient 
departments in connexion with the spa hospitals, the patients 
being seen on a certificate signed by an insurance practitioner. 
The medical staffs, of course, would have to be enlarged, and 
rosters formed. 

Mr. C. A. Ruopss, representing the mineral water hospitals 
of Bath, Harrogate, and Buxton, said that the hospitals were 
ee to treat insured patients, at such a charge as would 

e adequate to meet expenses, and so far as the demands on their 
beds allowed. Most of the insured patients, however, would 
be out-patients, and those for whom he spoke held the view 
that they should be housed in hostels, established and main- 
tained by the approved societies. No adequate treatment could 
be given unless the patients were satisfactorily housed and under 
supervision. Speaking for his own hospital (Harrogate), he said 
that the first claim on its beds was necessarily for patients 
sent by subscribers. The actual cost of maintenance and treat- 
ment was four guineas for a fortnight, but, of course, in the 
case of insured patients, who were not charity patients, and did 
not wish to be, the medical men would expect payment, and 
there would be other charges. 

Dr. R. Forrescuz Fox (British Committee on Rheumatism) 
said that his committee was favourably situated for preparing 
some preliminary policy on this matter, as through its parent 
body, the International Society of Medical Hydrology, it was 
in touch with medical men in most of the European countries 
where rheumatism was being systematically treated by Govern- 
ment organizations. The treatment centre or clinic was the 
primary part of the scheme, and research also was very impor- 
tant. In Germany it was recognized that the spas held such 
an important — in the national treatment of rheumatism 
that one spa had been deliberately selected as a centre for 
research in this subject. The provision of a-research centre in 
this country at one or more spas should certainly be considered. 

Dr. Darn said that the British Medical Association was 
interested in this question on two sides—namely, on the scientific 
side, and in connexion with the organization of medical services. 
This was a proposal to extend a medical service to a particular 
class of the community, and the Association was interested to 
ensure that the organization should fit in with other services 


, and have useful results. As an insurance practitioner, if he 


were asked what he wanted most, he would say that he wanted 
facilities for discovering the cause of the rheumatism in the 
individual case. Until that had been elicited, he had no special 
use for spa treatment, for he had no means of knowing whether 

e was sending a patient to a spa at a time and in a condition 
when he would get the full value of the treatment provided. 
He fully appreciated the regard which speakers on behalf of 
the spas had had for the reputation of the spas. It was not 
advantageous from the point of view of the spas’ reputation, 
nor was it economically sound, to send patients to spas before 
their cases had been properly investigated, and before it was 
discovered whether spa treatment was really wanted. Associated 
with any organization for the treatment of rheumatism there 
m be some machinery by which the insurance practitioner 
might obtain facilities for completing his diagnosis. It was 
obvious from the history of the spas that a great many patients 
did receive very important benefit. 

In the course of some general discussion, Mr. J. A. NEWRICK 
(National Association of Trade Union Ateroved Societies) said 
that he was satisfied that in his own industry (iron and steel)

dissemination of information. Mr. G. L. Linestrom, another 
approved societies’ representative, said that the committee of

r. F. G. THomson (British Medical Association) was doubtful 
as to the practicability of setting up diagnostic and treatment 
units in the various centres to deal with chronic rheumatism. 
The out-patient departments of hospitals could surely be trusted 
to select the cases with a view to particular forms of treatment, 
and as for research, ordinary clinical research could be carried 
out at all local hospitals, while special advanced research into 
the different types of rheumatic disorder was being carried out 
at the present time at the different spas. Dr. J. B. Burt 
(Spa Practitioners’ Association) said that the spas made no 
claim of competence to deal with the whole question of rheum- 
atism, but they could do a great deal, and he thought that 
without any large provision of capital they could accommodate 
themselves to treat 20 or 30 per cent. more cases than they did 
at  eowy Mr. Harton, dealing with the question of hostels 
said that while such provision. was ideal, it involved capita 
expenditure which made it not a practicable proposition at the 
moment, and he also quoted German experience to show that 
patients objected to being labelled in this way, and that on that 
ground, as well as on the ground of expense, some German 
authorities had found it necessary to use existing hotel 
accommodation. 


Appointment of Drafting Committee. 

Dr. D. A. Cotes (Federation of Medical and Allied Services) 
urged the immediate necessity of getting to work, and accord- 
ingly moved : 

That a centre be initiated at once for research, education, 
and treatment relating to rheumatism, and that this centre be 
located, to begin with, in London, working in collaboration 
with all provincial centres, whether spa or otherwise. 

Dr. M. B. Ray seconded this resolution. 


Dr. J. B. Burr (Spa Practitioners’ Association) also brought 
forward a resolution, which it was agreed should be taken first : 
That a small committee be elected, with a representative 
from each body taking part in this Conference, who, together 
with the Chairman of the Conference, are requested to draft 
and submit to a further meeting (in May or June) a scheme 
under which steps should be taken to provide as soon as 
possible increased facilities for diagnosis and treatment of tho 
insured rheumatic population. 

This was seconded by Mr. Hatton, and supported by Dr. 
E. R. Forsercrt (British Medical Association), who said that 
what general practitioners wanted was to have at their disposal 
more efficient means of diagnosis and consultation. Dr. G. E. 
Sawpon and Dr. G. Hormes (Spa Practitioners’ Association) 
also spoke to the resolution. Mtr. Lewis Littey (British 
Medical Association) thought that the arrangements might have 
two parts—a consultation centre which would take the responsi- 
bility of ordering spa treatment, and the management of that 
treatment which would be carried out under contract with the 
authorities of the spa. 

Sir (British Committee on Rheumatism) 
said that chronic rheumatism was not a disease; it was a 
manifestation of some chronic toxaemia. One-sixth of the 
existing invalidity was due to rheumatism. He thought it 


‘would. be disastrous if this matter were pigeon-holed in spas, 


or indeed in any section of medical practice. The need was to 
organize and combine existing facilities. At the same time, the 
spas did offer one admirable means of treating rheumatism, 
and he would on no account belittle it. There was also a need 
in London and large towns for clinics where physical methods 
could be provided. Very few of the hospitals in London had 
departments which were adequate to deal with chronic rheum- 
atism cases. It was also well to remember that chronic 
rheumatism was, almost more than any other disease, prevent- 
able, and its investigation would result in great gain from the 
point of view of prevention as well as that of treatment of 
existing sufferers. 

Mr. APPLETON said that if the approved societies’ representa- 
tives did not vote on the resolution before the Conference it was 
not because they were unsympathetic, but because they could 
not commit their constituents. If this committee were agreed to 
they would certainly place the matter before their respective 
bodies, and do their best to secure the co-operation of the 
approved societies in the work of the committee.

On this understanding Dr. Burt’s resolution was carried 
without dissent, the approved societies’ representatives not 
voting, for the reason stated by Mr. Appleton, and the resolution 
moved by Dr. Coles was, with his consent, held over to be 
referred to the committee when in being. 

On the motion of Alderman Cooper (British Spa agen | 
a hearty vote of thanks was accorded to the British Medica 
Association for calling the Conference, and to Dr. Dain for 
presiding.
